INTERNAL, REPOKTl-^. 


Tlie growth of \ AW/V/SO during Ihc past four ;nths varied from region 
to region. TJiose regions fairly well established .saw more work being clone by 
chapters, whereas the regions that arc less established saw a further decline 
in activity. For instance, in Denver Vrlicre an old c.stabUshed chaptcr/regional 
office was in existance, the region grew by five chapters. In Cbnnecticut-RJiode 
Islanci on the other hand, as there were no strong chapters, the region has be- 
come defunct. This is also the case in Louisiana and Montana -Idaho. Other 
regions such as New Mexico -Arizona, Oregon and North-South Carolina saw 
little, if any, sustained activity. Regions where v/cak regional offices have been 
moved to more viable chapters such as in E. Pa-Dela\vare, can rebuild due to 
the new consolidation of the regional .office with an established chapter that can 
provide leadership to create a viable region. 


In some cases, such as in New England, the lack of response from the 1 
regional office to letters and phone calls indicates that that regional office is | 
defunct despite the work being done by individual chapters. This attitude on the 
part of the .regional office shows an inexusable lack of concern for building 
unified, working regions. On the other hand many regions such as New York, 
Ohio etc, and California have many active chapters and working regional offices 
resulting in an ever-increasing level of activity. Generally, this growth of 
regions and the activity of individual chapters around the country continues the 
trend of.VVAW/WSO in growing into a strong anti-imperialist force, in spite 
of the fa<;t that in some places VVAW/WSO is weaker than ever. 


Durilig the past f<iw months, international chapters have emerged or grown 
stronger. In November, the Union of American Exiles in Britain became the 
London Chapter of VYA\V/\YSO and there is a possibility that several other 
chapters may form in England as a result of this. In Japan, chaptex's continue 
to build and publish newspapers for <listi*ibution to GIs stationed' there. These 
Japan chapters are organized and run by GIs. - In addition to these VVAW/WSO 
chapters, we have established close ties with other international groups of 
Americans, such as AMEX-Canada and Vancouver American Exiles Association. 


VVAW/WSO has, now more than ever, the capacity and dedication to build 
into the unqestipnably largest, most active mass organization in the country. In 
order to achieve this goal, there are certain tendencies that have to be struggled 
with internally to avoid a setback in our growth. In some instances during the 
past few months, certain regions have developed internal struggles that have 
affected the unity of the organization. In some cases, individual members have 
left the organization or have limited the amount of work for fear of confronting 
the problems and resolving them or by not understanding the inner workings of 
disputes. Of course there are cases where the politics and practice of individuo. 
are incompatible with the philosophy of the organization and this represents a 
different form of discussion. The poixxt is that individvtals and chapter's should 
be aware that the resolution of internal problems can only be accomplished 
through principled struggle. 


• ' An'otlicr 1>?ndency. that must be .avoided is' that of building bureaucracies', 
which ultimately lin the capability of chapters to c rate successfully. 
Aruginent for the sake of argument is detrimental. Paperwork for the sake of 
paperwork lake’s away from other activities. Getting caught tip in minor detail 
and missing the major points detracts from accomplishing our. goals as an or- 
ganization. Making the revolution a career instead of a way of life satisfies ... 
only the indivdual rriaking this error. If a clearer conception of what we as, an 
organization with ten objectia-cs represent and if the necessity of mass work was 
more clearly understood, then these tendencies would be lessened. 

V/e must also try and avoid loimor-moiigering and always confront others 
with stories that may be detrimental ixi building solidarity between rneinbers, 
chapters, regions and the national. office. Our objective is always to advance 
the struggle. Rumor-mongering and back-slabbing certainly don't help this.. 

We should also realize that we are boxmd by the decisions of the steering 
committee and that individuals should not try and. circumvent those decisions. 
This individualisrfi^clearly seems to be for pe.rsonal gain or ego, and not in 
line with the basic philosophy of the organization that has developed over the 
years-. 

Another tendency that mxist be recognized and dealt with is the defeatist 
attitude of people 'vho say, "We can't do that, it won't work. " We have seen, 
this crop up from time to time and those individuals who consistantly have this 
altitude should re-examine their coi'nmitment to the organization. With exper- 
ience and an optimistic attitude we can do what wc want. Wo mxist constantly 
develop this' assurance and confidence in ourselves and in our organization 
abilities. 

Also during the past few months we have seen a continuation of what wc 
will call 'organizational diffusionism'. This tendency manifests itself in chap- 
ters setting up projects unde;r other names or by totally liquidating organizations!! 
identity in a coalition or in a joint project. This tendency weakens the building 
process of VVAW/'V/SO. If a chapter feels that using the name VVAW/WSO is 
politically unsound and opts for a front name or subjects the organization to a 
totally subordinate role in a coalition or project, then the potential fou- building 
■VVAW/WGO nationally is affected. This docs not mean that we cannot join in 
coalitions or work with others. On the contrary, this is encouraged as long as 
it means that the objective of building VVAV//WSO and advancing the struggle is 
realized. If this occurs (organizational diffusionism) we should seriously con- 
sider why we are doing this and struggle to avoid it. 

I 

"Build VVAW/V/SO" is a good slogan with which wo can combat these ten- 
dencies. If we constantly thought of what is best for WAW/WSO and what will 
advance the anti-imperialist struggle, wc would be better able to organize and 
grow. There are many issues that we can work around: the continued war in . 
Indocliina, amnesty, discharge up-grading, prisons, GIs, the Lawten/Gardner 
trial, Ojjevation County Fair, Cairo, etc. Many chapters have already begun 
working on programs in these areas and arc very successful in the work being

done. For instance, in Milwaukee the chapter has grown considerably by the 
direct actions around the VA and the demand for one discharge. In Florida, 
work arou3id Starke Prison and in San Francisco work around discharge up- 
grading has led to a growth and political advancement for those involved. Other 
work that must be done is to support struggles and to explain events that occur. 
For instance, in Columbus, Ohio the chapter .supported the- truckers who were 
demanding lower fuel prices. If the war re-escalates in Vietnam, every chapter 
regardless of where they are located shdxild demonstrate. Chapters wherever 
they are can explain the energy crisis or the rising prices for food. All chapters 
can do support work for the bbycotts of the Farm V/orkers and the Farah workers 
Selling \yinter Soldier can be done anywhei'c. Finding distribution points for the 
paper can be done anywhere. Another idea that people should remember is that 
we have become an international organization and that our single chapters ar-e 
not alone, but part of a network that has developed a high regard by other US 
organizations, an»l international movements and governments. This could and 
should aid us in odr work locally. ; 

Wc are a good, strong organization with a lot of potential for growth. If we 
accept the responsibility of our commitments to building the anti-imperialist 
struggle, if we constantly remember who the real enemy is, if wc understand 
the importance of mass work, and if we continually guard against unhealthly 
tendencies, then we will Build WAW/WSO. 

UNITY - STRUGGLE - VICTORY '■' 
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NATIONAL PROJECT REk?^T 

It is high time 1: . everyone be given a strong r inder that VVAW/WSO 

has adopted three national projects which are simply not being given fall sup- 
port by chapters and regions. There is no region that can say that they have 
been working around the Lawton-Gardner trial, the struggle in Cairo and Opera- 
tion County Fair to the fv\llest of their capabilities. We view this as a rather 
sad predicament because if wo arc to adopt national projects, either wc work on 
them or we drop them. It is as simple as that. There are people in Riverside , 
Pogue Chitto and Cairo who are depending on us and we may Icorrectly be accused 
of letting these people down. 

We realize that people have a tendency to relate to the spectacular. For 
example, we adopted Cairo as a national project-when the heat was really coming 
down in that community. People rallied around the idea, but as soon as things 
cooled off a little, the-majority of our support was withdrawn to the level of 
lip-service. The same thing happened in our adoption of the Gainesville trial 
as a national project during a crisis situation. We can say that chapters and 
regions did a great ^eal of work around that trial, ^nd this is understandable in 
light of the fact that -the trial in Gainesville was an organizational attack. Now- - 
that the trial in:Gaincsvillo is over, we feel that it is time that we re-affirm 
our committments to our other national projects and take these committments 
more seriously by actually doing concrete work around them. 

At this particular point, Gary Lawton and Zurebu Gardner are in desperate 
need of national support. If what is going on in Riverside cannot be considorbd' 
the "spectacular" then %yc don't !^oow what can. The lives of these brothers are 
depending on the work wc do in building svipport and raising funds for them, and 
this is no t the time to pay little more than passing acknowledgement that this 
is a national project. The situation in Riverside is critical -- more so than it 
has ever been in the past and chapters arc making a gross error if they do 
not rally behind these brothers and do everything possible to ensure their free- 
dom. There is a great deal o.f work that needs to be done in all communities 
regarding' this trial. V/e must take what is happening in River'side to our par- 
ticular areas and spread the wort} about this racist outrage. Educational work 
needs to be done, speaking gigs need to be done, money needs to be raised, and 
full-scale support needs to be given- VVAW/WSO has committed itself to doing 
all of these things, so let's get it on and do it! Y/e have uationaTprojects-.which, 
for all practical purposes, have been ignored. This act of ignoring intense 
struggles is not what VVAW/WSO is all. about.

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PRISON RillPORT 



At the St. Loui ’SCM, the National Collective 'm given the responaihility 
of researching the feasibility of establishing a national prison project. After 
four months of letter-writing, gathering information, and speaking with people, 
we can say that not. only is there a "feasibility", of establishing a prison project, 
but if VVAW/V/SO fails to develop such a program we may be making a serious 
political and organizational error. For those of you interested in statistics, we . 
can say that the list of prisoners that we have contact with has grown much more 
rapidly than we. expected. Prior to the St. Louis meeting, we had approximately, 

' 50-60 names on our Winter Soldier subscription list and were mailing to approx^,. 
imatoly 30 prisons. As of this Yellow Springs meeting, the list of prisoners 
has grown to almost 300 prisoners that we have contact with in over 60 prisons. 
Considering that VVAW/WSO has grown among this many inmates in the short 
time of four months, we can say that the response oar organization has.receiyed^. 
within prisons has been something equal to overwhelming. .. 

.'•i . ■ 

We have contacted approximately 30 organizations in all parts of the coun- 
try who are doing p^rison support work., asking for. ideas and feedback on the , 
idea of a national prison project. The majority. of these groups are local and.-, do 
support work with.dne or two prisons in their area (this is because few national 
organizations are dealing with prisons on a broad level, though many organi^a,- 
tions do offer Up-service to prison struggles). The responses that we have re- 
ceived from these organization.^ contacted has been extremely enthuiastic. yhe 
over-riding trend in all of the letters has been that it is, vitally important for 
the prison movement to have a national organization involved in prison struggle#.; 
on a wide,* national level for purposes of coordination and really unders^ndiqg 
what is going' on in this country's prisons. The organizations contacted .have •, 
been very supportive of the project idea and were pleased that VVAW/WSO, in 
particular, -might be the organization capable of a national prison project which is 
solely: set-in a political context. We are one of the few organizations with the . 
human resQurces and organizing skills to plug into prison straggles in a real way. 

. ' • . • : • . .-j . ' ' V • * 

Moving on to the response we have received from the prisoners themaelves, 
the prison project takes on a much more definitive form. The majority of in-,, 
mates v-rho have directly contacted our office have joined VV.AW/WSO after read- . 
ing Winter Soldier. They realize that they are in no real position to do mass 
educational and agitational work, yet they are interested in becoming a part of a 
national organization in order to alievia.te the isolation of being a single, poli- 
tically aware, .prisoner. Also, though their mass work is limited, they see the, . 
necessity of their position as prisoners to work with other inmates around them 
and discuss the problems of this country and ways in which those problems may 
be solved. Many prisoners seem to be quite entrenched in the idea that politic^ 
education is important in their special position and that educational work is 
necessary if prisoners arc to understand the reasons why they are incarcerated. 


We now have VVAW/WSO members in almost all of the 60 prisons that we 
have contact with and the majority of these members are third world people ' 
(black or Chicano). Many of. these members are veterans, but the majority arc 
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not. Those which arc ot veterans feel a strong identx with VVAV//V/SO be- * 
cause they feel that, like veterans, they have received, a first-hand view .of how 
our society operates (they often compare prison life to what has gone on in Indo- 
china). Growing out, of these, single memberships has come prison chapters. 

To date,, we have chapters in two federal prisons -- Leavenworth, Kansas and 
Marion, Illinois. We also have chapters in Waupun, Wisconsin and the USDB 
at Ft. Leavenworth. Chapters are forming in Springfield, Missouri: Lucasville 
and London, Ohio; Soledad, California; Huntingdon, Pennsylvania; Angola, Loui- 
siana; and Starke, Florida. The prisoners' rationale behindrorganizing VVAW/ 
WSO chapters is the recognition that iii order to make real change and fight on a 
more effective level, organization is vitally important for them..

Many inmates have-,e:ipresscd the. idea that a large number of prisoners 
are concerned simply with their own welfare and are struggling against their own. 
personal oppression, V/ith the developing political understanding going on inside 
prisons, inmates are discovering that their own personal oppressions do not 
matter in the contexj: of the oppression which, is facing the entire prison popula- 
tion (and, the oppression facing all of us on the outside). For this reason, many 
prisQn,ers have expressed that their personal battles arc no loDgoi; important and 
that the real key is to band together and battle for better conditions within the 
prison as a whole. Also, as stated before, the prisoners are anxious to.be in- 
volved in not only a prison struggle, but in the struggles that. are, going on outside 
the prison -walls. They have a belief that what ie being done to then:^ today. will 
be>done to t!^e entire Amcrienn people tomorrow. They feel the importance, of a... 
national organization in this respect and recognize that imperialism. the real 
enemy, that must. , be dealt with because it is imperialism that has, placed'them in 
a.prison.,cen./.^,;■. . ;. .. 

The- major function of a prison project would be for. VVA\y|/WSO to plug , , ,, 
.into prison struggles wherever and however pos.sible. This means that the level' 
of prison work will vary from-region to region and will depend .pn the contact 
.inside; prisons- of a specific region .an<^ the organizing, capabilities of that region. 
The- major point.s of the prison project which arc to follow, are the suggestio.ns 
of-prisoners themselves. Since this project wU.l, exist for prisoners, it is imr 
portant that they have a lot. to , say about the development of the project.. One of .,,, 
the major thoughts that has arisen in .communications with.inroates is that we 
must;at all.tirnos avoid the idea of '*px-i.son reform . A.s.a brother in Marion puts 
it: iVThere are. many groups dealing with prison reform today, however, most of 
them. do not-realize that niO.'rr; prison refoi*m. is not the answer. True, prison 
reform ma.y stop some of the brutality and terrorism that exists behind prison 
walls but it will not prepare the men and women behind, those, walls for society 
nor will it stop others from coming to prison. A revamping of our entire social 
and political system is the answer, not prison reform. It is the social ills that 
create the need for prisons -- not the reverse. Most prisoners today, at least 
those who have beconic politically aware, realize this and do not support prison 
reform as such. We fully realize that helping us to get out of prison,, and we all 
want out, is not worth much if wc must resort to crime in order to survive. " This 
is a common sentiment among prisoners and wc feel that their wishes should be 
heeded. Therefore, wc should keep in mind that prison reform is not to bo a 
major focus of the project. 
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Tliciigh prisoi^^form should not be our aim b'^^oal, there are some de- 
mands which are of a efbrm nature which may be de with in doing prison ^ 
organizing. One prisoner suggested that we draw up a program calling for an ’ 
end to the present repressive systems as they now function. Though prison re- 
form should not be our work, there are' some immediate clefftands that should be 
made. These include things such as conjugal Visits, minimum wages for work 
done, more community rehabilitation programs, early releases, access to the 
courts and' media, less oppressive visiting’ rights, better medical facilities, 
increased protection of women's rhaterrial righto, transportation for visitors to 
and from the prisons, etc. This "program" idea will have to be discussed in ' 
depth to decide whether or not wo wish to'include a similar list of demands in a 
prison project. 


bther ideas which have come out of the prison project idea include a'Free 
Book Program. This would entail contacting publisher who offer free books to 
prisoners {or reduced costs). Out of this a bibliography of these books would be 
drawn up and sent to the inmates. Then, inmates could order, direct from the 
publisher, which bdoks they choose. The reason for this would be to proyide 
some idea of teading which are available (and hard to corne by in prisons) which 
are of a political nature and provide a means by which inmates may continue 
their political education and dcvolopment. 

An, important aspect of a prison project should include legal support. It 
does , not make much sense to mobilize prisoners into taking direct action in the 
battle for their exist'ahee if there is no legal support available on th6' Ou^ide. la 
light of this, it will be important for VVAW/WSO chapters who are wording around 
pri'sons to make contact with sympathetic lawyers who would be willing to file' 
petitions, work on defense, etc. if the need arises'. 'IVe would suggest that^ con- 
crete- organizing not begin until legal coatactn arc searched out and secured^ . 


! Communications should also be a major focus of the project." Many prison- 
ers are desperate for people -to correspond with, and many ar^ especially inter- 
ested in political communications. The nr>ajority of prison correspohddhee 
would be handled. by the chapters. People must remember that corresponding 
witK\nmates.is not a light responsibility. After' a few letters, the prisoners 
will begin to expect to hear from certain people, and they must not be let-down 
in this respect. •The people doing the writing should be responsible and disciplin- 
ed enough to get the job done on a regular bacis. Many of the inmates will not 
ask for much in their letters, they simply need someone to communicate with. 
Also, people shou.ld be prepared to do "e;rrands" or leg work for the inmates, 
i. oi you may be requested to find out about something, make contact with some- 
one, etc. This does not generally take, much time but it means a great deal to 
the prisoners and saves them a great deal of work in trying to make contact 
with people on the outside. Also, whenever possible, 'VVAW/WSO members 
should try to get or. the prisoner's visiting list because of the importance of per- 
sonal contact and the fact that much more can be discussed in person because of 
tight mail censoring. 


W*. ' • e^I!ua. 
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Other asp<i!cts^f a prison project could includ^^iiaking contact with the 
families of prisoner whenever possible. It is highi ossiblc tliat the fami-j 
lic.s of prisoners can be drawn into the organization if they see that we ar,p do- . 
ing concrete work to help them and the prisoners. Time sliouid be spent with 
the families and politicaT education should be offered to help people understand 
why their husband, son, daughter, wife, etc. is incarcerated. 

•• Direct action against prisoushshould also be the job of chapters. Several 
regions' are already working around' prison struggles and activity such as march- 
es, leafletting, demonstrating for conjugal visits, etc., lias already been conduc- 
ted, Other regions should consider- doing this type of direct action and all re- 
gions should do whatever possible to bring the conditions in our prisons home 
to the American people. This will include political education work on a mass 
level. For example, ’the struggles going on inside prisons should be publicized 
widely. Agitational and educational work should be done around the behavior , 
modification programs now being conducted, and actions directed at the prisons 
now practicing behavior modification- should be done. 


In con.clusion, all of the above ideas regarding a prison. project have come 
from the prisoners^hemselves. We will have to, discuss them and discover 
which ideas are real for VVAW/WSO. . Once the project is established, we feel- 
that a project office will be a necessity if prison activity is to be coordinated. 
Since the majority of prisoners who receive Winter Soldier contact the National 
Office addres's for help and information, the National Office is willing to take on 
the responsibility of acting as the project office and coordinating pris.on activity 
that is going on around^the country- This will require some support and coopr- 
era^on frorri the regions and chapters, ior e.xample, the National Office will 
Tveed to know the names of prisoners in the various regions, and these names 
should be sent by the region. Also, any type of prison support work that WAW/ 
V/SO chapters are involved in should be reported to the NO so that there will be 
a central collection place of all information and so that this information can, 

•in turn,^ be gotten out to all o/ the regions. We see this central collection place 
as a necessity. 

The Prison. Workshop v/ill discuss all of these ideas in detail and decide 
if a national project around prisons is realistic and what the project will entail. 
-The'above is a collection of ideas from \:/hich the workshop can proceed, . : .

I. BACKGROUND 


As was pointed out in Newsletter #14, a number of problems were encounter- 
ed in working with the U.S. Preparatory Committee(s) for the Moscow World 
Peace Congress. Basically, it was felt that VVAW/V/SO's delegation to Moscow 
was manipulated and dealt with in a less than principled manner by the organizing 
committee (s); this manifested itself in terms of the size of the delegation, pro- 
blems around funding the VVAV//WSO delegates and a general lack of respect 
for our organization,-'-’ 

• ■ . 

As of the St, Louis NSCM we had been told by Jim Forrest, the U.S. Secre- 
tary to the World Peace Council stationed in Helsinki, that VVAV//V/SO woiold , 
have two free scholarchips to the Congress. The NSC designated that Ann Bailey 
and Brian fill these positions. These scholarships were given to the organiza- 
tion on a national level and were to be paid by the International WPC‘s funding,’ 

.not from the national or regional U.S. Preparatory Committee. Things turned 
out quite .differently than anticipated, however. Despite the fact that we were 
approached as a natiorial organization for participation in the U. S. delegation to 
Moscow, we found ourselves haying to deal with separate, regional, World Peace 
Council organizing committees from the East coast, Mid-V.’'est; and V'est Coast. 
While, all of those organizing committees %vere affiliate organizations of thc'CPUSA 
they "seemingly” had little or no coordination with each other on a national level. 

Over and above the hisslcs presented in trying to organize a naiionaTVVAW/ 
V/SQ.delegation from a regional basis, other problems also arose, The two ftbc 
scholarsJups WAy//\‘/SC was promised by Jim Forrest were cancelled. Then 
only one scholarship was available for Brian Adams and was being provided by 
the Mid-V7est V/PC organizing committee. 'It also was not for the entire Chicago- 
Moscow trip, as promised, but only for the trip from NYC to Moscow. Not only 
was funding unavailable for Ann* Bailey, but a clear attempt waS*made to cut her ’ 
from the U.S. delegation altogether: with or without independent funding! A deci- 
sion was nearly made to actually pull out of the trip when without the knowledge of 
the National Collective, Ann raised the necessary funding fbr her trip, and forced 
them tO; include her on the delegation as they were supposed to. (John Naveau 
was held up with being allowed to go on the MH-'West contingent of the U. S. dele- 
gation until literally a day or two before the plane left, with evasive, "maybe 
yes, maybe no" answers. He also had to pay for h'is own trip). This all led to 
the inescapable conclusion that the people organizing the delegation were juggling 
things around to suit their own purposes, and that WA’V/ZWSO was treated in a 
very disrcspectf\il, manipulative manner.

111. PROPOSAL FOR .A LETTER OFCEhiSURE

.During the V/otrld Congress of Peace Forces in Moscov/. arj incredibly regret- 
able incident occured. . On November 1st, Apn'Bailcy was asleep in her robm ^ 
the hotel whore all^hc dclegat.es stayed, when an unknown intruder entered Ker 
room and most viciously assaulted and raped her. While the ideiitity of the rapist 
. \yas never established, ..Ann was certain that he was not a member of the U.S. 
delegation,., As unspeakable as this was, the treatment she received from the 
Soviet police authorities was harder to understand. The questions asked her 
read like a Clucago police blotter: "Did you like it? Did you lead him on? Did 
you really try to resist? " It was made very clear that they would be more than 
pleased if wc would drop the A^holc matter immediately. The point. being that Am 
was treated in the same manner a rape victim would be treated by a police officer 
, in the U. S.:A.. In the context of a supposedly socialist state, this is difficult to 
understand. , ... , , , 




Feeling that such treatment was inexcuscablc, a letter, was sent to the CPpBA 
and the U.S. Secretary of the World Peace Council, organizers of thd U.S. dele- 
gation, demanding an apology for this; that the matter should, be brought to the^ 
attention of the proper Soviet autJioritios; and a return of Ann^o travel expenses, 
.A reply was never. received .at all from the CPUSA -- the letter was totally ignor- 
ed! The WPC, sent. us a very evasive, ktte^ saying how '.'shocked" they.we.rc but 
not even mentioning the specific criticisms wo had raised thus a de facto 
ignoring of the letter sent to them. .Feeling that this response, or lack thereof, 
from the responsible organizing bodies for the Moscow World Congress of Peace 
forces was unacceptable, the following proppsal is submitted: 


PROPOSAL: That the National Office and Ann Bailey jointly draft an official 
letter of censure to the U.S. Secretary of the V/orld Peace Council and to 
the CPUSA, the responsible organizing bodies of the U.S. delegation to the 
■ Moscow World Congress of Peace Forces, for the following reasons; 1) For 
failure to respond to the letter sent to them hy the National Office of VVAW/WSO 
regarding the situation sxirrouriding the assault of Anti Bailey while she was in 
Moscow. 2) For the disrespect shown Ann Bailey and VVAVZ/V.'SO as an organi- 
zation by ignoring the letter. 3) For failure to respond in any real manner wliat- 
soever. to the chauvinistic and inconsitiyc tr<^f.mcnt afforded Ms. Bailey by Sov-

The fpilovving sec^’on contains some of the curret^ thinking of the National 
Collective concerning i j direction VVAW/WSO's natio i amnesty program sliould 
be taliing. It is hoped that this section will provide. some bcBic guidcline-s for ac- 
tion. Thus the questions spoken to-'are some of the major questions that have ari- 
sen in the course of our amnesty work so far. . 


I. AMNESTY IS NOT A HOT ISSUE YET! 


Despite what many may think, amnesty is not yet a burning issue on the Ameri 
can political scene. Universal, unconditional amnesty is not even a household word 
much less something Congress is going to support at this poinh. Amnesty will rc>- 
maih ^a'n.issue that gets pushed aside in the face of other crises issues: such as the 
way Watergate and impeachment bumped amnesty from the news last spring. It . 
will, however, be a long term issue offering a solid basis for ongoing grassroots 
organizing. > 

It is perhaps the centi-al task of VVAW/WSO’ s, amnesty campaign to make 
amnesty a real issue. Until we do, there is no way we can ever expect to win our 
demands. The. only wav amnesty v/ill be made into an.issue that the system is 
forced to deal with will be through the grassroots organi&ing.,we,dj:),to push it for** 
ward. Only when it is an issue v/idely supported in our communities, only when 
there is a high consciousness of what it means at the grassroots level, can we fin- 
ally expect to achieve our deiv.ands. Through our concerted efforts^ however, we 
do have the capability of building such community support. 

Z, NEED TO USE THE MEDIA I 

It should go without saying that wc need to use the media to develop the am- 
nesty movement .as much as possible. . Lists of media contacts should be develop- 
.ed and regularly sent news releases about regional or local VV^W/V/^SO' amnesty 
activity. When. DUP*s are opened, news conferences should be held arinouncing 
them. Public service announcements (PSAs), should be made biTa regular basis 
on radio, cable TV, etc., to alert the community to the discharge^upgrading douh- 
ciling available. When direct actions are being, planned, such as. around the VA. * 
unemployment centers, etc., news contacts should be advised in advance of what 
is going on. In short, the media should be used as a form of mass outreach where- 
ver possible. But just like other forms of outreach, whether its leafletting, pub- 
lic speaking or whatever, it’s not going- to happen without first doing the necessary 
ground work. 

3. WE NEED A UNIFIED NATIONAL VVAW/WSO CAMPAIGN! 

We cannot fail to understand thomeed for a, united effort on a national level , 
in VVAW/WSO’ s amnesty campaign. Unless qur campaign is national in scope, 
unless we are all operating according to the same overall, coordinated plan, our 
efforts will be drastically less effective. This national 'strategy bears itself out 
in all regions and chapters working on the same basic projects -- discharge upgrad - 
ing, national demonstrations, etc. -- and in supporting the same political analysis, 
i.o. our amnesty pamphlet. 




4. inIxCED r Oil OiNiVY OFT' •^•i/iNDS 







As our amnesty pamphlet points out, we need to f ocu<- the entire amnesty 
insue, on ail categories of'war resistance, rather than just on a particular cate-: . , 
gory of resistors, ■ Our' i^ogans, speeches.- etc. mustalwayn put forward a-unified - 
demand of uricbn'diiionai'amnesty for all categorics of resistor's^ Should we allow 
ourselves to only deal with badly discharged veterans, for example, we would be 
splitting t!ie amnesty movement up and thereby weakening our forces. To date, this 
has not been a problem, but as our community-work gets more invoiced on a day-to- 
day basis, primarily with discharge upgrading, we must guard against such tenden- 
cies. ■ • “ •' . : - ■ 


5. ORGANIZING-FOCUS VETS/GI's.: 




While the ;poiiticai program we focus on must maintain unity of demands for 


all categories of war resistors, the prima r y ornanizing focus of our amnesty strat- 
egy must be GI'u and badly discharged veterans. This is not to say that individual 
regions or chapters might not do extensive work with other categories of'resis- 
torc, i. e. .exiles, prisoners, etc., but that the overall national effort is directed 
at orgaaluing. badly riis^harged vets.a^hd GIs as apriority. When wc have the capa- 
city for .veally concentrating pn other' categories,' we may movb into organizing 
with .them r.t a,iater, ,dav«. . But at this, point in time, our strategy must be to con- 
centrate. our ,forcc£iAvhcre_ they .will be most effective, GIs and ba.dly discharged vots^ 


6. DUPs BASIC organizing TOOL 

Frorri this need to concentrate our forces on organizing Gls iand badly di;o- 
charged vets, we must utilize the discharge upgrading projects os our primary or- 
ganizing tool., - As GIs and Vets form, by far, the single lari:»est category .pf those 
affected by amnesty; their mobilization for amnesty is absolutely critical. The 
DUPs are one vcry.concrctc program that will enable us to do this. Understanding 
that discharge upgrading ia.a servicc.and may easUy .iead one up the path of totally 
nor. -productive "cpuncelingism" y/c.must struggle to. ,3C.e it only as a.i5olitical;0'rgiu:- 
izing topi, ...If .wejaUosy ourselves' to, become primarily '^counselors",, not only cl say- 
ing our .position that arnnesty i's a.class.ciuestion ahd. wo ,are th«5 utterly, opposed 
to a case-jby'rcuoe.i'c'/iejv.for war icsisto.rc, (whether they are exiles, 'prisoners, . 
or badly.disch.o-rged vct^y.but.wfe ai-e wast.-.ng our time as well. Wc knev/thae only

approach to a.mpos.V}’ by definition then, must be a political one. The DUPs must 
serve tp educate^ badly-discharged. vets to this serve as:,a.m,ean& of: i) locating 
them;, 2) educating them and finally 3) hopefully organizing tlicpi into a movement 
for a universal diroharge, ■V'^.'AW-,^v7SQ is already v/ell on the way to doing this.

8. ORGANIZING VETS AT POINTS OF OPPRESSION,. 






The basis for agitation around amnesty, specifically badly discharged vc 
ans, must be consistent community outreach at those points of oppression in ^ 
community where badly discharged vets are getting screwed. These would be 
the Veterans Administration, (as Milwaukee has donc)^ at unemplo.yme^t .offic 
drug clinics,, welfare offices, "manpower" type hiring halls, job sites, unicr..- 
so forth. Not only are these points of oppression where we can find badly dire 
vets to organiae and acquaint with our DUPs, but they are the rnost blatant ex- 
of why we inust fight for amnesty, of, how the government has passed a life ser 
on vets by giving them a less-than-honorable, discharge. 




9. ORGANIZING GIs . . . • - -i ^ 

, Organizing Gla into the amnesty movement/’ single discharge movemcn; 
not be quite as eaSy-,' -This naturally stems-from the fact that GIs haven't rec<' 
a bad discharge, or are not really certain that they may eventually get one.

Above all, important thing to vcmom[^j^fcn terms of bringing am- 

-nc' tv to the GI moviCSent is to ASK THEM what releV^ce to the GI movement they 
sec in amnesty. Ask m what logical tie-ins to GI \v v can be made. If we / 
proceed in tltis manner we'll definitely achieve a' lot more success than if we just 
go charging in with pre-conceived notions about how this will work out. V/e must 
see through practice how' the' Gl movement can be sucossfully. linked, up'v/ith' amnesty. 

10. AMNESTY ■& CONGRESS ’ ' ' - - ■ • 

There has been considerable confusion airound this question and how VVAW/ 
WSO will relate amnesty to Congress. It is important that we understand how an 
amnesty campaign will relate to. this question. Prhnary in our work is the under- 
standing that what is impqrtaht is the ANTI-IMPEI^IALIST nature of our amnesty 
campaign. Our politics oh amnesty, the progressive aspects of the amnesty move- 
ment. must aiv/ays be in command of our actions. Regarding Congress and am- 
nesty then, we must remember that we really don't care how Congress does, or 
does not, relate to amnesty, at this point because we know that it will not act favor- 
ably on it until it is forced to do so,, Until we in the amnesty movement can suc- 
cessfully mobilize our communities, to support, amnesty,' we obviously can't expect 
• Congress to do so. 'Thus, utilizing gome form of Congressional approach at this, _ 
point i'n time must be seen, as a TACTIC that can-be used. A tac'tiq that may o r 
may not be selected irpm thp. various' alternative^ the situation offers, ;■ Amnesty, ^ 
hy definition is not a revolutionary issud and thus, by' definition, wc are forced 
somewhere along the line, to deal with tlie fact that cithci* the President or Congress 
must ultimately grant it. In terms of our ongoing grassroots organizing, Congress 
is basically irrelevant, but the issue is still, at the very least, symbolically aimed

Once contfi,ct' is made with badly discharged vets, pr^anybody who is inter- 
ested in amnesty, it is' impp,j.'tant tp;try and incorporate ^hem into working on our 
amnesty campaign, Theri^ must.bo something for them to do before .they can be 
expected to feel, they are,'p?i,rt of the campaign. Needless to ^ay, there is no v/ay 
we can successfully build broad community support v/ithput constantly rberuiting 
new people into the amnesty movement. 


A list of specific activities is going to depend on the given conditions in each 
region or chapter. A-few activities are listed below: collecting petitions, for use 
in recruiting people iiitd the amnesty movement and for fundx-ai sing lists; forming 
outreach teams to leaflet, poster, etc. on a regular basis; media teams to develop 
propaganda, i.e. sending letters to the editor, PSAs, etc,; direct action; getting 
unions to support universal' amnesty; using impeachment lists for amnesty mailers 
(vitally important to play up erosion of administration's credibility and what that ” 
means for the amnesty' rndVement); set up defense committees to support those • 
in need of amnesty, i.'o. 'writing letters to judges, attending trials, letters to . 
newspapers. In short, this is the type of standard defense 'work such as that be- ' 
ing done around Dick Bucklin' s trial. 

12. NATIONAL AMNESTY ACTION -PROPOSAL! .. 

Given the i%eed to make amnesty ah issue, and given the understanding that 
the only way to do this is through massive, gi-a.ssroots organizing, wc submit 
the follov.'ing as a general strategy proposal for the next 6-9 months of WAV/ /V/SOs 









A. That from the first of January, 1974 through late spring, major efforts 
will be made to set up official VVAW/WSO Discharge Upgrading Projects in all 
arcac that it is feasible. That the organizing focus will be to make amnesty an 
issue in as many communities as possible, agitating for it around the various 
points of oppression where GIs and badly discharged vets arc affected by the need 
for amnesty. 

, ,,.B. Given the need to coordinate this campaign on a national level as well 

as. a local one, and the need for VVAW/WSO to bring its amnesty campaign to 
the attention of as many people across the nation as possible, that VVAW/WSO 
hold a national action on amnesty in late June or early July in Washington, D. C. 

.(;!) That this action would not be seen as an end in itself, but the first step 
in pubiically unveiling our amnesty program on a national level. ... 

(2) That all regions would build for this action beginning in late spring. 

This would include holding coordinated regional “building” actions. 

(3) The D.C. action would be organized and controlled solely by VVAV//V7SC. 

(4) That the dj^monctration would be 3-4 days in length. 

(5) :That the demands/slogans for the demonstration would be Universal 

Unconditional Amnesty , A Universal Discharee for All Vets, U. S. Really Out of 
Indochina . .j,.., , . . • 

(6) . That the targets of the actions would be the Veterans Administration, .the 
Discharge Review Boards, the Pentagon, Congress, the Dept, of Justice. ‘ 

(7) That this would not be an action petitioning Congress for anything...' 
it is, not a lobbying action. One. tactic might.be to make demands. on. Congress, 
but not to lobby, 

(8) That the National Collective organize" a, demonstration collective and 

draws up specific proposals for the action as was done in Gainesville. Planning . 
for this would begin as soon as possible, . 

It must be seen that this action is dependent upon, and secondary to, ac- 
tually doing the. grassroots organizing necessary to make amnesty a real issue 
in our communities. Unless amnesty is a real issue, this "proposed national ac- 
tion, will undoubtedly be a failure, . -

E ollowing the regional reports, it was decided that a list of resources which rhe 
various: regions have available for sale to chapters should be compiled by the Nat- 
ional Office. In order to get this list out to all chapters as soon as possible, it was 
decided that January 3i, 1974, would be the deadline for chapters to send a list of 
the resources they have available to the National Office. The compiled list of re- 
sources and materials \«iU be sent out shortly after this deadline. 


N OSCAM REPORT: 

A report was not given at the meeting from the NOSCAM office because they cid' 
not have time to prepare a written report. Instead, NOSCAM will be sending a pro- 
gress report on the project to' all regions in the near future. ** 

One thing that was brought up at thio time was the VVAW/WSOG.I. News, the 
newsletter published by NOSCAM-Chicago. Chapters are currently receiving tliis 
newsletter via the National Office once a month. Because of the financial situation 
of HOSCAM, the NOSCAM-Chicago people have asked that those chapters able to co 
so should subscribe to the nev;slotter in order to help insure that this newsletter is 
published in the future. Subscriptions for one year cost $3. 00 and the money should 
be sent to the NOSCAM-Chicago office. 


OPERATION COUNTY PAIR REPORT : 

Status of VVAW/WSO within the region: The Veterans Service Association on 
campus in Tuscaloosa, Alabama has a few VVAW/WSO members running it. We sc 
a regional meeting together after the August NSCM to see what membership existed 
and to get some chapters back together. There was representation of the WAW/V.': 
Bogue Chitto Collective, a couple of members from Ruscaloosa and three other 
towns ill Alab.'uTia. It was a camping party and nothing was accomplished. Tlic Ben 


Chitto Collective has be asked by the regional ofljcc i lo outreach and arrange for 
another attempted regional meeting in Bogue Chitto. All Operation County Fair' mat- 
erial from the regional office was turned over to tltc Bogue Chitto Collective last 
October. So the regional representation of the Alabama/Mississippi/Tennessec re- 
gion in' effect now lies' with the Bogue Chitto Collective as the only functioning WAV. / 
WSO chapter within the region. 

Status of Operation County Fair: The temporary clinic building is still under 
construction. Actually only a few hours each week is spent on construction due to: 
lack of funds for major work, i. e. plumbing; relying on skilled community mem- 
bers to donate their available hour's to the carpentry or electrical work. The in- 
terior construction now involves sealing the inside walls with insulation, paneling, 
and tiling the floors'. ' The pipeline and plumbing is held up by the winter rains. 

The IRS application for tax exempt status ia completed but the final ruling by 
the IRS could take as long as a year. In most cases in which an organization is 
reasonably assured of being granted exemption, the IRS will issue a temporary let- 
ter of exemption. 

The health problems of the community are serious. Though non-existant to most 
poor people, tho health care delivery that is present is not the quality known in other 
states. Many di'ccascs and problems go undetected and untreated. Segregation in 
medical facilities still exists. The health care offered now by the clinic staff znem- 
bers includes emergency first aid (on call) providing transportation, accompanying 
patients to health care facilities where they act as "health care advocates" to insure 
proper and prompt treatment and follow-up. Donated supplies to tlie clinic are be- 
ing utilized under the direction of the medical director. A second physician has 
made a verbal commitment to See patients in the clinic on a limited basis and work 
with the nurses in bringing health care directly into the community. 

Financial situation: The donations received from chapters and other groups or 
Individuals is deposted directly in the Martin Luther King Jr. Memorial Clinic ap-' 
count. The People' s Farm an<^, WAW/WSO Bogue Chitto Collective suryive through 
individual salaries earned and sponsors. The money used to support the Collective" 
is a separate account from that of the Clinic. , ' ' 

'The reason's for keeping mail addressed personally and not by organizations is 
to kee'p'as unnoticed as possible to the local pigs and cut down on mail rip-offs. 

The presence of a.VVAW/WSO chapter in an area as rural as Selma, Alabama 
has'rha'de many people curious -- both in the hostile, racist community, and in the 
poor, black and friendly community. Awareness of our presence spreads much ; 
farther than the immediate community and contacts made in Selma. 

One pf our members is involved in the initial stages of learning how to bring 
"health' work" into. the prison system. Members of the collective are also learning 
about GI organizing'potential at Craig Air Force Base in Selma and disseminating 
information. The chapter Is active in selling and handing out the Winter SoUlier 
paper, collecting signatures in support of Melvin X. Smith, and doing political edu- 
cation'abbiit the Gulf, grape and lettuce boycotts. One of our members, also on 
clinic staff, has been asked to speak to a small group of local college students about 
tho basics of various drug use and abuse. There is a tremendous lack of knowledge 
about this, and if possible the subject could be brought into larger workshops in the 
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Major difficulties with securing responsible* and capable members to support- 
this project from within the community itself have set u.s back several times. Re- 
establishing, community trusty ^community involvement atid back-tracking over admim- 
istratiyc misiiaps -have boon, .setting- us back each time, another member of VVAW/WSC 
leaves due to irrosponcibility or other problems. Since there arc ho resources withr 
in the state, volunteerc are desperately needed to carry on this work. 

Major difficulties with securing consistent, support from the national organiza- 
tion itself. foy, this national project has made extremely slov/ progress also. The 
Bogue.Chitto Collectiva has picked up.on the.receptiveiiess of the local corhmauity 
and from blacks within 2elma interested in this project and in VVAW/WSO. If the 
support jlro.m fhe national organization can respond to these difficulties now, the 
Project would not be endangered, , . ■ i \ 

The priginai proposal making .the California Regional Office the Clearinghouse 
for the project has met with, cpmmunicat.'dn problems and duplication of roles since 
VVAW/WSO naembers within the coinmuraty. have been able to handle more of the 
Project. An updated Proposal for OCF laying cut the lines of communication, sec- 
urity,. and the purposes of the project -has. besp distributed to be voted on later in 
the ipecting-

GARY LAWTON TRIAL/DEFENSE COMMITTEE: ; . \ 

At the present, the San -Bernardino chapter VVAYvVWSO is fpnctxonihg ac the 
Defense Committee.' There are many problems around this trial and it is now more 
important than ever before that YVAVI /'V’SO make a Vhajor push to free Gary and 
Zurebu. This is the first time in the history of California that a third trial is being 
scheduled after two previous mistrials have been declared, ‘^rom this alone, it 
should be evident to everyone that the government will be making a major effort to 
finally get a conviction. One of our major priorities is to get this third trial stop- 
ped before it begins. The best way to do this is to flood the judge and prosecutioir 
with telegrams and letters from around the country, letting them know thatwe are 
watching Riverside and demanding that the charges/be dropped. (The- addresses 
for the people who should receive these letters are' included in the National Defense 
Committee ■\\^orkshop R.eport). i 

Another major problem of the defense that VVAW/WSO chapters should be 
working on is ths finding of a lawyer for Gary. The Defense Committee, National 
Office and California region have been looking for attornpyc willing to take the . 
case since the secotyi trial ended and no one seems to be willing to touch it. In 
essence, Gary has been abandoned by nearly every "progressive” lawyers organi- 
zation and law collective that we cani think of.. Chapters should be looking aroimd 
in their communities and making contact with good la%vyers for the purposes of 
presouring somebody into taking the case. It is important that political lawyers be 
found because thus far, the trial has not been treated as a political trial (which it 
most definitely is). Also, a lawyer should be aggressive in the courtrooin because 
there will be a wliole scfie.s of liars on the. witness stand.which need to be exposed. 

If chapters know of lawyers who might be interested in the case, the names should 
be sent to cither the Defense Committee, .National Office, or California Regional 
Office for. follow-up and contact. 

Other things which need, to be done around the trial are fund-raising, because 
of the desperate financial situation of the defense committees. Also, national edu- 
cational work needs to be done around the trial 7 - media gigs,/T)ress conferences, 
demonstrations, etc. - The. case must be publicized on a nationwide level and the 
politics of the trial-must, bo stressed. .... 

Following the: report on the Gary Lawton trial, the steering committee collec- 
ted money aad-sent'a telegram of solidarity to Gary from the entire body.

At the St. Louis NSCM it was decided that VVAW/WSO was to receive a status 
report on the existing Kent State Grand Jury at this NSCM. The status of this grand 
jury was reported to the effect that nothing rhuch is going on. No witnesses have 
yet been called or subpoened. Certain aspects of this new investigation are shaping 
up to look as though Terry Norman (an undercover policeman from the Washington, 
D. C. police forcc'who has since been uncovered) may bo used by the government a» 
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a scapegoat. Since he -s been uncovered, he may bo . cd as thfe iiidividu'alAVho '■ 
provoked the shootings by the National Guard. • Also, there arc approxiinately' 7- 
guardsmen who arc indictable, though it is likely that none of these guardsmen are 
the ones responsible for the shootings. iKiore information on the Grand -Jury will be 
given to the regions as information becomes available. 

OBJECTIVE 8 CHAbTGE PROPOSAL; • v ; 

The following proposal for a change in Objective #8' was v^ritten by the MOINK' 

region and sent out^ to all the regions' prior Cd the NSCM. ■ Because all regions have 
had a chance to discuss this proposal, it was included under Old Business. The'

REPORT ON CAMBOllPM CONFERENCE IN PARIS: ^ 

Barry Romo (Natit I Office) and Pete Zastrow (M NKWVAWPA region) rec- 
ently attended the Stockholm Conference for Solidarity with Cambodia in Paris. ‘A 
report on this trip is contained in the January issue of Winter Soldier but a few items 
were reported at the ijiceting. Pete and .Barry both expressed how impressed they 
were with the Cambodians they met in Paris. It appears as though the Cambodian 
people know exactly what they are doing and it is evident that victory will soon, be 
theirs. In Paris,, they emphasized the fact that they are not planning to seize Phnom 
Penh.- This is not because of a fear of U. S. bombing, but because they are militarily 
concentrating on the entire country. Liberation forces are surrounding other small 
towns in the country which are in need of liberation and setting up blockades on the 
major highways. • This is to put military pressure on the Lon Nol regime while at 
the same time, concentrating on consolidation and education in the liberated zones. 

Other items , of interest is the fact that approximately 30, 000 political prison- 
ers are being held in Phnom Penh jails by Lon Nol. Also, the economy of the lib- 
erated zones of Cambodia has increased to the point that Cambodia is now able to 
export rice to the PRO, of Vietnam .and the Democratic-Republic of Vietnam. Sup- 
plies seein to be no problem. Many of the supplies needed by GRUNG and EUNC 
are captured from Lon Nol troops .supplied by the U. S, Also, because of the corrupt 
ness of the Lon Nol rj^gime, the liberation forces are able to purchase' just- about 
ever^fthing they need. Because of this, they are more in need of money than sup- . 
plies of any sort.'.. ,, 

Eollowing the report on this trip a discussion on the validity of sonding.VVAW/ 
WSO«*reprcs.enfcatives to international conferences was held. The major reasons for 
sending ro’prescntatives lies in the fact that VVAV//WSO is allowed the 'opportunity 
of building solidarity witlj liberation struggles from Ground the world. The world 
looks at the U.5. movement with a great deal of respect and it is- important for 
liberation forces Co be ay/arc of the mood of the Am^'i’ican people in determining 
their tactics, VVAW/WSO is in a position to give the^e liberation struggles this . 
type of first-hand and honest insight. Also, first-hand contact with liberation strag- 
gles lends credibility to our organizational assertions that the war in Indochina is 
not yet over and offers the vehicle for us obtaining vitally impefrtant information 
about these struggles to take to the American people.

REPORT ON LEAVENWORTH FEDERAL PaTSON: 

A presentation on the. situation in Leavenworth ■•f ederal Prisoh'was given byia; 
representative from the Great Plains region. Also,' a discussion of the situation •• 
in Leavenworth is contained in the. January issue of Winter Soldier and a report on . 
the indictments coming down on the prisoners is given;' If should be understood 
that when the indictments regarding the July 31st rebellion are handed down,- many 
VVAW/WSO members will be affected. The indictments are going to function as-a 
means of rounding up political people within the prison and those individuals who 
are organizing for their basic rights and existance. Because of this, it is imp6r- 
tant that the- trials of the Leavenworth .brothers receive as much organizational sup- 
port on a nation-wide level as is possible. The trials will center on the conditions • 
within the prison and present the sudden explosion of July 31st as a justified action. 
Money is needed for the -Leavenworth brothers, as well as political education v/ork 
around the case. ' Al.so, the Kansas City chapter has requested that any individuals 
who have experience in setting up defense committees are needed in K. C. where 
the dcfcniio committee is located.

. . ^CHILD CARE/DAY CARE WORKSHOP 

Thi$ ^vprkshop was hastily called because of the recurring problems at this 
NSCM pertaining to the care of our children. Discussion in the workshop centered 
on two basic issues. , The first issue being how this organization should deal with tse 
immediate problems of childcarc/daycare. It was brought up that the, simple mech- 
anical problems could be (and should have been) worked out by the host region. Val-

Next, the main argument was how VVAW/WSO would deal with taking care of 
our children.

iginal, workshop .was cancelled because it received the least interest of all other . 
workshops, this does not mean that it was a forgotten issue. Priority for the > - 

four-day NSCM is with politics. Obviously the other workshops held a higher prior- 
ith. It was also’ pointed out that the NSCM is not the place to struggle with peoples 
views towards children. This should be done on a chaptcr/regional level, as well- 
as personal. Therefore, the following proposal was made. .

• POSSIBILITY OF A DOMESTIC COUP WORKSHOP 
One of'the weaknesscs-of the American left is that .serious discussions on the 
possibilitic.s of a military coup have never taken place. Only through the process 
of political education can a serious and. non-paranoid analysis be made, and the 
necessary plana for-individual and collective survival be .devised. 
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Individual preparati. .. can consist of stockpiling the . latcrial that will be in , 
sboi't supply, in the event of a coup. Food and clothing stores,' gas stations, and -ot- 
her resources normally available to the public will not be readily available il a coup 
does occur. 

Collective preparation can include the formulation of alternative lines of com- 
munications and exchange of infornrjation. However, neither individual nor collec- 
tive preparation can be effective without the proper political education concerning 
the possibility of .such an event. ; . ; 

.. Pplj-tic^l, education should be designed to evaluate^ .in a ndq-paranoid manner,. 

the rationale, mechanics, and ramifica.tions of any attempt to seize. control p^ the , 
population through the use of military or police force. 

An understanding of the nature of totalitarianism -- its forjrls and practices -- 
is essential to- any understanding of A^coup attempt. Among the .recommended read-

We wish to delete the paranthcUcal expression (man to woman, woman to 
woman, and n-ian to man) r- beca.use we feel that .'it is’ totally unnecessary to the 
meaning of the objective and. because it conjures up sexual images in the readers 
mind. Sexual relationships and practice have no place in a political objective. 

We wisli to delete paragraph #2 entirely, that deals with discussion and strug~ 
gie around the question of oppression of homosexuality. The oppression of homo- 
sexuals is not an impoi-.tapt political question. because struggling against this op- 
pression does not challenge .,U. ^ .imperialisrn. .The government and institutions 
can easily stop oppressing .homosexuals without the system being radically chan- 
ged. This is not truq.of .tHe struggle against the oppression of black people, ' Chic- 
anos, Indians and the oppression of women. Gaining true equality for these groups 
would strike a major 1;>iow to imperialism, if not destroy it. ' 

In the spirit of Objective .10, . we do not feel that discussion and struggle a- 
round homosexual oppression is a priority or should be, and, that we should hot get 
bogged down in rapping about se-x, Barry reminded us about our international ob- 
ligation to move the struggle. against U.S,, imperialism forward here at home. 

And we should always examine our priorities in terms of how it will conpretely 
advance the struggle against U. S. imperialism.

is meant is rendering the military incapable or ineffective so that it cannot be used 
.to further oppress the peoples of the world. Neutralization can only bo accomplish-f 
in a political context, i. e. through organizing tactics and political education; any- 
thing less should not be considered: 

In our GI work we must analyze the class maheup of the military. At this time.- 
many third world, and poor people are forced, for economic or other oppressive 
societal reasons, to join the military. We must realize that our brothers .and - 
sisters do not become the enemy simply by being in the nriilitary and that their op- 
pression is as great as before, leading many of them to active, albeit unorganized, 
rebellion^ In working with them. ' we must remember we are all in the same strug- 
gle and must not take a paternalistic or other counter-productive attitude toward 
GI work. 


Therefore, ti^o GI workshop of WAW/WSQ recommends that, each region dis- 
cuss and implement, the suggested political context of GI organizing. 

At the next NSCM, feed-back on this paper should be presented at apotber GI, 
workshop. • ^urtlier, this next ’workshop should write a. national working paper. 
for the organization to follow in its GI outreach. 

Jf'inally, consideration.^should be given to. holding a national. VVAW/WSO PI ; 
organizers conference, preferably at some central location and in late summer. 

At the next GI workshop the groundwork should be laid for this conference -- a 
conference that is necessary on a national level to unify even further VVAW/WSOs 
GI program. It is suggested that regions make an effort to include active-duty 
VVAW/WSO members in their delegation to the next NSCM.""

BE IT PROPOSED that the followiing definition of Operation County Fair and delinea- 
tion of authority and responsibility be accepted as the authority for OCF by the Nat- 
ional Steering Committee of VVA\Y/WSO; and that this proposal supercede all as- 
pects of., the original proposal. 

I. DEFINITION 

Operation County Fair shall be a National Project of VVAW /WSO. The goal of 
this Project is to politicize people and educate them around our objectives by pro- 
viding health care for those areas of the Counties of Dallas, Perry and Wilcox, Ala- 
bama, where health care is either non-existent, inadequate, discriminatory or ex- 
pensive. The initial focus will be in the community of Bogue Chitto. The goals 
within the community of Bogue Chitto are to l)'6rganize political discussion groups 
which are consistent with the objectives of VVAW/WSO, 2) construct a medical clin- 
ic, 3) provide equipnient for the Clinic, 4) develop long range financing for the 
Clinic, 5) develop long range staffing pi'ogram for the Clinic, 6) provide emergen- 
cy health care, 7) pro'^idc home health care, S) act as health advocates for com- 
munity members, and 9) conduct health education classes. 

As progress is made on goals within the community of Bogue Chitto, and as 
resources permit, scrxdccs will be expanded throughout Dallas, Perry and Wilcox 
Counties, using the Martin Luther King, Jr. Memorial Clinic in Bogue Chitto as ■ 
the heafiquartors. 

Operation County Fair-will cease to be a National Project of VVAW/WSO when ■ 
it has been determined by the National Steering Committee of VVAW/WSO' that the 
people of the area being served can maintain an adequate health care system without 
the aid of VVAW/WSO. -• ' 

The political purposes of Operation County Pair arc to educate the public about 
two important contradictions within U.S. society. The first is racism, and the 
second is inadequate, expensive and discriminatory health care, ^..Racism is evident- 
in every institution in, ojjt„jsocicty, including the field of health care. The health 
care profession, i:i i7io3t cases, bases most of its decisions on a) profit and b) main- 
taining a privileged class within our society. With such thinking governing the pol- 
icies of the health, c, are field, one.'s race and economic position take on special 
significance. ^ Since oppressed nationalities in th-e U.S. (as well as all poor people) 
have l>ttl<^, influence, on tjie, government in general, and the health carCr field in par- 
ticular, good health care will remain a luxury for these people until fundamental 
changes are made. . .j.ci 

We are seeking to provide a. needed service while at the same time educating 
the public as to the need for an overall change in the health care field.. V/c are not 
tr^dng, to reform, or patch up, or fill in the gaps where our society has failed: we 
are xiltimat.ely trying to change the roots of existence for the health care profes- 
sion. 

Further, we arc attempting, through our involvement in Alabama, to expand, 
develop respect for, and educate the public as to the objectives of Vietnam Veterans.

CRITICISM / SELF-CRITICISM 

As suggested by the NSCM workshop, a critici.sm/sclf-criticism session was-j 
held following completion of the meeting. Regions took turns offering their crit- 
icisms and self-criticisms and the following is a compilation of the major points 
which were rai.sed. • ;.i 

i. There were major criticisms of the whole Steering Committee for itS; 
failure to place piractice ahead of paperwork. Pi*oposals were placed in terms ... 
such as "should, analyZ'e, research or write an article" but the NSC did not place, - 
any demands on itself. The purpose of a NSCM is to decide wha>the national or- 
ganization will be doing, but the majority of the "work" done was in terms of no 
burdens on the membership. This was seen as detrimental as it leaves the or- . . 
ganization witliho active projects for membership to work atound. . Tlu-s can be 
seen by comparing what was done around two different issues. The NSC voted to 
have the National Collective write' many things such as a paper on the possibility 
of a domestic, coup, but it would not vote on positive action to be taken for brother 
Gary Lawton. This abdicating- of work responsibility cannot help build VVAW/WSO. 
People must be prepared at the next NSCM towote on actual work proposal's, not 
on creating new paperwork, 

Z. - Some regions criticized therriselvcs for being late to meetings or being 
lax in plenary or workshop participation. This was viewed as a lack of discipline 
wliich is dctrimentr.l to the steering committee as a whole, 

3. On the whole, there was a lack of discipline shown by the body. Thex'e 
was talking while others were talking, and general disruptiveness. Also, people 
were making points which had already been made for the purpose of hcaiing onc- 
.sclf talk. This played out in terms of ego and needs to bo combatted. More dis- 
C’.plijie should be exercised to cut down on discussion tiinc, disruption, etc. and 
so that we can get down to our real work. 
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- ;‘4.' ParTiamefttai)'^ ism was -used as a tactic and t' 1. of manipulating discns-- 
sion^. This parliamentary wrangling and man^pulating^. -i procedure created a great 
deal of burcauci'iitic confusion and cumbersome legislative processes. Again, d^- 
cipline and a better understanding of parliamentary procedure could alleviate this 
problem. . 

“SV People S^hovved a lack of respect for other people and delegations by being ' 
intolerant of certain political positions. We should be more careful in recognizing 
where other delegations are coming from and show more respect for diverse posi- 
tions. 

6. The Friday night elections were severly criticized as being something of 

a horror. Some regions were very disruptive with their voting and this caused us 
to spend four houi-s electing four-people for four positions. At the time of the elec- 
tions, the meeting completely- degenerated due to a lack of discipline a.nd getting 
bung up in procedural questions. • - — . 

7. Logistically, the hos^region was commended for the excellent facilities 
provided. This was perliaps the most physically comfortable NSCM we have had. 

Sue Rovick and Bill DaVis, the people in charge of food preparation and overall log- 
istical coordination, were specifically thanked for the fine jobs they did. The host 
region did state' that it was a mistake to hold a NSCM in a town where there is no 
chapter because the particulars of the town were not known. 

8. There was a good deal of. criticism about childcare and jobs such as foOd, 
cleah-up and security. The childcare system (as well as volunteers for the other 
jobs) broko; down, -during the meeting, but Ohio said that tlic "percentage" system 
of doing work which came put of the childcare workshop worked admirably. Some 
regions stated that they were unclear at the beginning of the meeting as to how 
much responsibility they were supposed to take in logistical jobs. Other people 
said that people showed a lack of discipline in not showing up for the jobs they 
had signed up for. 

9. Posiiive statements v/erc made to the affect that spirit at the meeting was 
high. -Also,, good -political discussions were held in the workshops and the level 

of political education was high. Overall, a growth in the organization and forward . 
progression, wasrsecn. 

10. Overall,, fhe criticism/self-criticism session was very good and quite 

productive.- People .took the task of criticism with a great deal of seriousness 
and made .the disc\xssion very .worthwhile. . •

VVAM/WSO 


VVAVi/ViSO was organized in New York City in 1967 
as an organization of Vietnam veterans to protest 
the American involvement in the v;ar in Soiitlieast 
Asia. VVAW/WSO engaged in various protest acti- 
vities but during late 1971 demonstrated increasing 
militancy, culminating in 12/71 vn'th VVAW/WSO 
takeover of various American landmarks and public . 
buildings. Information was also developed indi- 
cating that some VVAW/HSO chapters were cooperating 
v/ith or infiltrated by communist-dominated groups 
including the Communist Party, USA, and the Socialist 
Workers Plirty. Certain VVAW/WSO leaders were quoted 
as telling members VVAW/WSO is a revolutionary 
organization and not’^ust another group of war 
veterans." VVAK/WSO leaders have traveled to North 
Vietnam and have reportedly established liaison 
v/ith revol utionary or terrorist groups interna- 
tionally. During 7/72, VVAK/WSO leaders and members 
were indicted by a Federal Grand Jury, Tallahassee, 
for violation of Federal statutes, including conspir- 
acy to riot during Republican National Convention, 
8/72. One of these individuals was also indicted 
for possession of an unregistered explosive and 
incendiary device. In 1/73, at a National Steering 
Committee Meeting, VVAW/WSO leaders discussed 
programs aimed at obtaining suoport from or influ- 
encing active duty military personnel.
